The Himalayas 


Why should we care? 

The Himalayan mountains in South Central Asia contain 
many of the world’s tallest peaks, including Mount 
Everest. They also contain the biggest number of 
glaciers after the North and South poles. Three of the 
greatest rivers in the world start from these mountains: 
the Ganges, the Indus and the Yangtze. These rivers 
provide water to a billion people in Asia. 


The Galapagos Islands 


Why should we care? 

The Galapagos Islands are one of the most amazing 
places on Earth. These tiny islands are 1,000 km from 
Ecuador in the Pacific, and contain many species of 
plants and animals that are found nowhere else in the 
world, among them the giant tortoise, the Galapagos 
penguin and the Galapagos sea lion. They are also 
famous because the scientist Charles Darwin spent time 
there studying the wildlife. 


What's happening? 

The biggest danger to the Himalayas is global 
warming, which is melting the glaciers fast. There is also 
a huge problem with deforestation in the mountains. 
Many species of animals such as the tiger, the rhino and 
the snow leopard are in danger. 


What's happening? 

The Galapagos Islands are very fragile. The greatest 
dangers to them include overfishing, pollution and 
tourism. There is also a threat of animals from other 
parts of the world arriving on the islands and killing the 
local wildlife. 


The Amazon 


Why should we care? 

The Amazon in Brazil is the largest tropical rainforest in 
the world. It is home to 10% of the world's wildlife. The 
Amazon River is the largest in the world and contains 
the most freshwater fish on the planet. It is also home 
to 350 different tribes. But perhaps most importantly, it 
provides between 25 and 30% of the world's oxygen. 


The Great Barrier Reef 


Why should we care? 

The Great Barrier Reef, off the eastern coast of 
Australia, is over 2,000 km long. It is the only living 
organism on the planet that you can see from space. 
It is home to 1.500 different types of fish, 400 different 
types of coral, 215 different types of birds and six 
different types of turtle. 


What's happening? 
The biggest threat is deforestation. This happens to 
make space for farm land and to have wood. As a result, 
many animals are endangered, among them the golden 
lion tamarin and the jaguar. Since 1950 we have lost. 
more than 17% of the Amazon rainforest. We can't 
afford to lose any more. 


What's happening? 

We have already lost 10% of all the coral, but scientists 
fear that we will lose 70% more in the next 40 years, 
The greatest dangers to the reef are pollution and 
overfishing.

1n 1957 the BBC news programme Panorama told its viewers 
that Swiss farmers were enjoying a really good year for their 
spaghetti crop. They showed a film of the farmers picking the 
pasta from their trees. Many people believed the story and 
some of them even phoned up the BBC to ask how they could 
grow their own spaghetti tree. The date, of course, was April 1st, 
or April Fools Day — the day when people in many countries 
across the world like to play jokes an each other, 


April 1st seems to be very popular with journalists. They 
have the extremely important job of reporting the news 
tous. For 364 days a year they need to be serious. But 
for one day a year they allow themselves to forget this 
responsibility for a few minutes and have a bit of fun trying 
to fool their readers or viewers. 


——————————OÓO—ÉÓXXÁ 


There are many great examples of funny April Fool's Day jokes from 
the newspapers and TV. 


For example, in 2008 BBC News claimed that penguins could fly. It said that 
their cameraman had seen this happen while filming at the South Pole. He said 
that, luckily, he had filmed the event, and they showed some video of penguins 
taking off and flying through the air. Of course, the BBC later admitted they had 
made up the whole story and used special effects to 

create the film. 


In 1981 the Daily Mail had a story about a Japanese runner in the London 
marathon. The man was still running days after the race had finished. 
The story explained that the athlete had misunderstood the rules 
of the race. Instead of running for 26 miles, he believed he 
needed to run for 26 days. The paper said that he was lost 
somewhere in the middle of the British countryside. 


And theres certainly nothing new about these types of 
stories. Back in 1878 The Daily Graphic newspaper 
Inthe USA had а story about the famous scientist 
Thomas Edison. I! told its readers that Edison had 
invented а food machine that would feed the human 
race. It didn’t explain how the machine worked, just 
that it would make any kind of food using air, water 
and earth, Many people believed the story and Edison got 
letters from people all over the country. 


Itsinot just journalists who enjoy trying to fool us. Many big companies 
have joined in the fun over the years, In 1998 a famous fast food 
restaurant used a whole page advert in one of the daily newspapers to 
tell us that itwas going to sell a hamburger for lefi-handed people. It 
said that the new burger was just the same as the потта! burger, but 
they had turned all the ingredients 180° in the bun, They said it would 
be easier for left-handed people to eat. Thousands of people went to 
restaurants to try and buy one. 


So when people tell you not to believe everything you read in 
the newspapers, they might be right — especially on April 1st!

Do these complaints sound familiar? Well, if you think 
your life is hard, you might like to think about kids 
in ancient times. For some of them, life was really hard. 

If you were born in ancient Greece, you weren't even 
thought to be a real person until you'd been alive for 
five days. That’s right — for five days after you were 
bom, your parents were allowed to get rid of you. If 
they decided they didn't want you, they'd just leave 
you outside somewhere to die. Of course, you might 
get lucky and someone else might pick you up, but 
then you'd spend the rest of your life as their slave. 
However, if your parents decided that they wanted 
you as part of the family, then there was a special 
ceremony to welcome you. 

Only the boys were allowed to go to school. Greek 
girls stayed at home, where their mothers taught them 
skills like cooking and weaving — things that would 
help them find a husband. 

At the age of seven, some boys were sent away to 
very strict military schools, where they were taught 
how to become soldiers. Life was pretty hard at these 
schools. For example, the kids were often hungry. 

The teachers didn't let them have much food — for a 
reason. They wanted the boys to learn how to survive 
for themselves by stealing food. But if they got caught, 
they were punished. 

Aztec children in Central America also had a difficult 
life in ancient times. If they broke rules, they could 
expect some pretty nasty punishments. 

On the good side, Aztecs really believed in the 
importance of schooling. In the home, children learned 
practical skills: dads taught their sons how to fish and 
farm while mothers taught their daughters home- 
making skills. Girls and boys also went to school 
(although the adults didn't let them go to the same 
schools]. 

Kids went to schools called relpochcalli. They had 
lessons about history, religion and music, The boys also 
had lessons in how to fight. If the children were from 
a more important family, they went to a calmecac 
Where they learned how to read and write, too,
